Me and my brother, are huge fans of Invincible. We love it. Anyway, 
after the (somewhat anti-clamactic) ending of the Viltrumite War, we 
began reading the letters pages, to see what people were saying about 
Invincible and the Viltrumites. We have a few questions that we would 
like to pose to the strategic planners behind the coalition of planets.
